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SOLVENT SOLDIERS 
It is only fair that citizens called by their 
government for defensive training should be 
able, as far as possible, to go without finan­ 
cial worry for their families. Thus they will 
make better soldiers. And it is the decent 
thing for the rest of the nation, through the 
government, to contribute to that pnd. 
It means some kind of debt relief for draf­ 
tees thus burdened. It means assurance that 
a soldier’s family shall not be put out on the 
sidewalk for lack of rent payment, or lose 
furniture for inability to pay, or go without 
essential medical care. It means that Uncle 
Sam, the Government, the nation as a whole, 
must function as a sort of big brother in 
such matters. Even dictatorship countries 
try to do this, and free America can do no 
less. 
It eases the minds of National Guardsmen 
and potential draftees to know that measures 
of this sort adopted in the last war are now- 
being revised to meet the present situation.

DRUNKEN DRIVERS AND THE JURY 
The case against the drunken driver was 
summed up recently by the New' York State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles when it stated that 
the intoxicated pedestrian was the victim of 
his own weakness, but not so with the intoxi­ 
cated diiver—innocent men, women and 
children pay dearly for his shortcomings." 
It is for this reason that the district at­ 
torney’s office has appealed to the citizens for 
their cooperation, especially when acting as 
jurors. There has been much criticism lately 
about the “not guilty’’ verdicts returned in 
local courts by juries that weighed evidence 
in drunken driving cases. We have been told 
of the cooperation of the State Troopers, the 
sheriff’s office and the local police depart­ 
ment in making arrests and securing evi­ 
dence and the district attorney’s office in 
preparing the case for trial, only to have it 
go for naught when an average six men 
refuse to bring in a verdict of guilty. 
Jury service is one of the most important 
duties of a citizen. It is not required of cer­ 
tain classes of men and to many men jury 
service means a serious inconvenience. The 
jurors who give up their time to sit at the 
trials are repaid but little financially. But 
on the other hand the jurors should consider 
it an honor to lie called upon to aid in cases 
that have to do with such serious charges. 
If the settlement of eases which involve the 
welfare of both individuals and the general 
public were left to professional jurors, the 
hangers-on of a courtroom, it would be a 
great wrong to a community. 
Although a jury is made up of a man’s 
friends and'neighbors, these jurors are sworn 
to render a verdict according to evidence 
legally adduced. The rights of an accused 
person are carefully guarded and he is pre­ 
sumed by law to be innocent until he is 
proved guilty. It is here w here the important 
duty of a juror comes in. If the weight of 
evidence through testimony of police officers, 
witnesses and doctors and through tests by 
technicians for alcoholic content is against 
the accused, the jury should have no fear or 
qualm in rendering a “guilty verdict.” The 
same applies to the lack of evidence in ren­ 
dering a “not guilty verdict.” 
When a defendant is found guilty of driv­ 
ing a motor vehicle, he loses his license. It 
is the loss of his license to drive, the plea of 
the defense attorney that such a loss would 
put the man or woman out of employment 
that has probably s way od the jury in dis­ 
agreeing or acquitting some defendants. 
If jui aes continue to refuse to bring in 
“guilty verdicts” in drunken driving cases, it 
would seem useless to arraign defendants on 
this specific charge. Why not arraign them 
on public intoxication charges, secure a con­ 
viction and send the record with affidavits 
of policemen, witnesses and examining doctor 
to Motor Vehicle Commissioner C. E. Mealey 
in Albany with the recommendation that the 
license be acted upon. If this method is pur­ 
sued it might result in the revocation and 
suspension of licenses of those who get be­ 
hind the wheel of an automobile while drunk.

Ithaca 
N. Y., Sept. 26—The 
actual expenditures of the federal 
government for defense purposes 
this year are expected to consid­ 
erably more than equal the total 
property taxes collected through­ 
out the United States, according 
to Dr M. P. Cat barwood of the 
New York state c o l l e g e of agricul­ 
ture, 
In view of this. he told a re­ 
cent meeting of bankers in Erie 
and Niagara counties, "state and 
local governments should take par­ 
ticular care with their expendi­ 
tures and borrowing " 
Dr. Catherwood. who is chair­ 
man of the New York state plan­ 
ning council, called attention to 
the need and possibilities of im­ 
proved fiscal practices by all units 
of 
government. 
He 
mentioned 
specifically the need for improved 
methods of assessing property and 
equalizing assessments in the local 
units in New York 
Improvement* ( itert 
The speaker cited the improve­ 
ments made by a number of towns 
and counties in the local assess­ 
ment of property. He said that 
card-index systems and maps of 
all properties, such as used by 
some assessors, are essential for 
proper assessment and equaliza­ 
tion 
He described the development of 
state and local tax relationships 
“More than half of the state bud­ 
get. or about 200 million dollars, 
represents financial aid for local 
units," he pointed out. “In addi­ 
tion, about 70 million dollars is 
collected by the state and return­ 
ed to the local units. 
“Under present conditions such 
financial aids to the localities are 
required if they are to continue 
the present services to the public,j 
which cannot be financed exclu- j 
«ively through property taxation 
But the large number of different 
systems under which financial aid 
is provided 
to 
the 
local 
units 
could be simplified and great care 
is necessary to insure economical 
spending of such funds 
May Decrease Ald 
“Just as the growing magni­ 
tude of the federal tax system 
threatens an encroachment upon 
the tax resources of the states and 
localities, so the growing problem 
of financing the state government 
is likely to force the state to de­ 
crease its financial aid to local­ 
ities lf this is necessary, it means 
reduced services, 
increased bor­ 
rowing. or increased property tax­ 
es by the local units of govern­ 
ment. 


o f 
em inent, a considerable increase 
in central control is almost cer­ 
tain Many who recognize this are 
seriously disturbed as to whether 
it can be reversed when the em­ 
ergency is over

Total land on the 49,000 farms 
in the program was in excess of 
eight million acres The average 
was 161 acres. The total amount 
of cropland in the program "as 
3.851541 acres, or an average of 
74 acres to the farm Payments 
were made, among other things, 
for carrying 
out 
soil-improving 
practices on 1 093.181 acres oi 
pasture and 165.5-16 acres of or­ 
chard • 
Most Popular Practices 
Among the soil-building prac­ 
tices undertaken on most farms 
were: the seeding of grass and le­ 
gume mixtures, on 25.347 farms 
or 257.776 acres; seeding alfalfa 
on 7.090 larms or 49.979 acres; ap­ 
plying 20 per cent superphosphate 
on 35459 farms or lo0,369 acres; 
liming on 37,000 farms or 356.036 
acres; the use of green manure 
and cover crops on 5.5S3 farms or 
106,784 acres; and orchard mulch­ 
ing on 2S30 farms or 21,185 acres. 
Sixteen other practices, such as 
seeding 
sweet 
clover, 
woodlot 
management, strip-cropping, mul­ 
ching vegetable land, and planting 
forest trees, were adopted by New 
York farmers on acreages that 
vaned from 200 to 10.000.

In Neo-Babylonian Period 
BERKELEY. CALIF.-If you feel 
that present interest rates for cred­ 
it accommodations are too high, just 
ba thankful that you didn’t live in 
the Neo-Babyloninn period 
The 
average interest rate then was 20 
per cent. 
The loan shark tendencies of the 
ancients were related by Dr. Henry 
F. Lutz, professor of Egyptology and 
Assyriology at the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. He discovered that the in­ 
terest paid by the Babylonians on 
loans for house rent would have 
been aufficient to pay the year's rent 
by itself. 
“The lot of a person In straitened 
circumstances w as thus no easy one 
within the confines of the Nco- 
Babyloman kingdom, and no Bab­ 
ylonian Solon came to the rescue of 
those in financial distress,” Dr. Lutz 
added. 
The savant came across an inter­ 
esting debenture on a tiny tablet 
belonging to a lender who was kind 
enough to hold his interest rate to 
16 2-3 per cent. This advance called 
for one-half mina or one-quarter of 
a kilogram of silver to the borrower, 
and it also called for the pledging of 
all of the borrow er’s property “in 
town and country."

Ithaca, N. Y., Sept. 26 
Indica­ 
tions are that this year's turkey 
crop will be smaller than the one 
in 1939. 
Crop reporters reveal that com- 1 
mercial hatcheries have produced 
16 per cent fewer poults in 1940 
than in 1939. 
The 
agricultural 
marketing service indicates, from 
a study of 3,000 flock owners, that 
two per cent fewer poults have I 
been produced by home hatching 
this year than last. 
The supply of other meats that 
compete with turkey is also some­ 
w hat smaller this year, according 
to R. S. Beck and E. Y. Smith of 
the New York state college of , 
agriculture. This 
includes 
both 
hogs and beef. The laying flocks 
of chickens on farms are about j 
the same as last year, but since 
pullets not of laying age are ten 
per cent fewer, .smaller marketings 
of poultry this fall are anticipated. 
The lamb crop, on the other 
hand, is about three tier cent larg­ 
er than last year, they say, and 
storage stocks of turkeys are about 
twice as large, though consump­ 
tion has been stepped up greatly 
as compared with any previous 
year. A report from chain stores : 
has shown out-of-storage move­ 
m ent in April, May, and June; 
about three times greater than last 
year. 
All signs point toward a reason­ 
ably cheerful outlook for the tur­ 
key industry as a whole, the col­ 
lege specialists conclude.

Work of Draft 
Board Discussed 
Bv Samuel Stern 


Samuel Stern, who was recently 
recommended 
as 
a 
member of 
Kingston* draft board and who 
alao was chairman of Kingston's 
draft board during the World War, 
gave an interesting talk on the 
duties and difficulties connected 
with the work of the last draft 
board at the regular weekly lunch­ 
eon meeting of the Rotary Club 
held Wednesday at the Governor 
Clinton Hotel. 
The speaker, who is president 
of the board of Elmira State Re­ 
formatory, stated that he is en­ 
deavoring to obtain a new' ruling 
in regard to certain inmates of 
that institution being eligible for 
military service. The law as it 
now stands, he said, prohibits these 
young men. who have trangressed 
the law' from entering military 
service, despite the fact that they 
do not loose their citizenship or 
their right to vote. He said he has 
always and still maintains that it 


is wrong to send young men, who 
have never been convicted to fight 
for a principle, and bar men who 
have been convicted and yet per­ 
mit them to enjoy the privileges 
of citizens. 
His advocacy of service was not 
for all men in the reformatory. 
There was no place in the army 
for those charged with murder, 
manslaughter, burglary or other 
serious crimes. But young men in 
the institution who through bad 
company or environment had tran- 
grcssed the law in petty cases and 
who were physically fit should be 
sent into the army. At the in­ 
stitution 
they 
receive 
military 
training. At least nine hours a 
week arc devoted to training these 
men along military lines and the 
authorities report good remits. 
If the law was changed approxi­ 
mately 1.000 of these young men 
would be available for military ser­ 
vice from Elmira Reformatory. 
In his discussion of the opera­ 
tions of the last draft, the speaker 
stressed the need for men who 
ti d courage in making decisions. 
Threats to life and limb were nu­ 
merous, but in the conscientious

Geneva, N. Y., Sept. 1J6—The 
ceding of new lawns, especially 
those located in a shady area. and 
the re-seeding of old lawns is 
generally best accomplished in the 
tall. declares Prof. l l T. Munn. 
seed specialist at the State Ex­ 
periment Station here. The fall is 
the natural time for grasses to 
seed themselves, points out this 
authority, who adds that in the 
fall of the year the temperature 
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and soil conditions are ideal for 
the prompt germination of grass 
seeds and that usually the plants 
arc well established before freez­ 
ing weather sets in. 
‘'Experiments supplemented by 
much practical experience 
show 
plainly that the cool days of the 
fall are the most favorable for the 
germination of the seeds of the 
turf grasses used in making a 
lawn. 
says Prof Munn, who con­ 
tinues as follows. "Seeding may 
be done during the entire month 
of September. Fall seedings often 
escape the keen competition of 
weeds because the weeds are usual­ 
ly dormant at that time, also in 
cases where the lawn is shaded 
the grasses have a better opportu­

Responsible for the discovery of 
the new southern newsprint was the 
late Savannah, Ga., chemist, Charles 
H. Herty. 
Hoping to open up a 
rich, new industry that would speed 
the unfolding of the South’s indus­ 
trial wings, he began experimenting 
early in the thirties to find out 
whether 
commercial 
newsprint 
could be made from the common, 
fast-growing southern pine, already 
the foundation of the kraft paper 
industry (low-grade paper used to 
make some paper bags). 
Herty discovered that it could, but 
he died in 1938 before mills could 
be built that could make the south­ 
ern pine newsprint in commercial 
quantities. 
However, the Southern 
Newspaper Publishers’ association 
sponsored construction of a mill 
based on the Herty process at Luf­ 
kin, Texas. 
It was this mill—recently complet­ 
ed—that was turning out the new 
newsprint last week. 
Among the 
papers using it were the Shreveport 
(La.) Tim es; the Little Rock (Ark ) 
Democrat; the Lufkin Daily News 
(first to use the new paper); and 
the Dallas Morning News. 
Reports 
were that it met every expectation 
—that it fed evenly, took tension 
well, 
and 
reproduced 
pictures 
clearly. 
Hardly had the success of the new 
southern newsprint been established 
when C. P. Winslow, director of the 
U. S. forest products laboratory in 
Madison, Wis., made the announce­ 
ment that it could be produced even 
cheaper.

American Indians Used 
Modern Military Ideas 
American Indians discovered and 
used some of the modern principles 
of m ilitary engineering long before 
the coming of the white man, ac­ 
cording to Prof. W. Duncan Strong 
of the departm ent of anthropology 
of Columbia university, who has re­ 
ported on an extensive exploration 
of a prehistoric Indian fort with his 
associates. 
Examining the r e t r i a l of Indians 
who inhabited parts of South Dakota 
during 
the 
Seventeenth 
century, 
they arrived at the conclusion that 
the construction of the m oat and 
stockade surrounding the fortified 
village m ade it apparent that they 
had some knowledge of engineering 
before their contact with European 
settlers. 
The design of the fortification 
proved to be distinctly Indian, with 
the tribe living chiefly by farming. 
Their survey disclosed that approx­ 
im ately 1,500 Indians lived in a vil­ 
lage surrounded by wooden stock­ 
ades and a moat 1*4 miles in circum­ 
ference. 
The 
explorers 
also 
discovered 
cache pits, evidently for the storage 
of corn and other food, dug in the 
floors and outside the houses. Hoes 
made of the shoulder-blades of buf­ 
faloes and charred corn showed 
that 
agriculture 
was 
practiced, 
while bone fish-hooks and numerous 
bones of game animals indicated 
that hunting and fishing were also 
im portant economic activities. 
Simple flesh burials were found as 
was pottery and other features con­ 
necting this village with the prehis­ 
toric ancestors of the A nkara and 
Pawnee Indians.
